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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. . 

Water  Supplies. 

As  the  result  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
circular  52/5&  regarding  the  grouping  of  water  undertakings,  meetings 
were  held  between  representatives  of  the  four  West  Dorset  local 
authorities  and  the  Dorset  County  Council,  to  consider  the  setting 
up  of  a West  Dorset  Joint  Water  Board.  A report  from  the  County 
Public  Health  Engineer  in  which  a case  on  the  engineering  grounds 
for  the  setting  up  of  a Joint  Undertaking  was  put  forward.  At  one 
of  the  meetings  three  representatives  from  the  Ministry  attended, 

A Joint  Water  Committee  was  set  up  comprising  the  Borough 
of  Bridport  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Bridport  and  Beaminster  and 
the  Dorset  County  Council,  Lyme  Regis  Borough  Council  having  decided 
to  go  in  with  the  East  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  Joint  Commit tee , through  the  County  Council  invited  the 
County  Treasurer  to  be  their  financial  adviser  and  ne  was  requested 
to  prepare  a report  upon  the  financial  implications  of  the  formation 
of  a Water  Board. 

In  the  light  of  this  report. the  Joint  Committee  advised  their 
respective  authorities  that  a Water  Board  to  be  known  as  the  West 
Dorset  Water  Board,  should  be  set  up  in  the  area. 

With  the  consent  of  the  constituent  authorities,  a Draft  Water 
Order  for  the  formation  of  a Water  Board  was  drawn  up  by  the  Clerk 
to  the  Joint  Water  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  of  the  County  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  should  come  into 
operation  in  October,  1958. 

Approximately  100  houses  in  the  Borough  take  their  water  from 
outside  taps. 

8 samples  of  mains  water  which  is  chlorinated,  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  analyses,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Dorchester/  all  were  satisfactory,  1 sample  of  well  water  was  found 
to  be  suspect  and  a notice  was  erected  at  the  well  advising  people 
against  using  the  well  water  for  drinking  purposes.

Three  men  are  employed  full-time  and  two  men  part-time  in 
refuse  collection.  One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  fully  employed 
while  one  is  employed  part-time.  The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  at 
Bothenhampton  where  a man  is  fully  employed  to  keep  the  site  tidy  and 
recover  metal  salvage. 

1,100  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  approximately  2,900 
dustbins.  47  tons  of  waste  paper  and  5 tons  of  miscellaneous  salvage 
were  collected  and  sold.  All  tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site. 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  four  full-time  sweepers  with 
street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 miles  were  swept  daily,  one 
mile  three  times  weekly,  two  miles  twice  weekly,  and  three  miles 
once  weekly.

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the 
main  site  is  a. West  Bay  and  is  owned  by  the  Council  who  employ  a 
full-time  Supervisor  and  two  men  during  the  camping  season  which 
lasts  from  1st.  April  - JOth,  September.  Water  is  supplied  to 
various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete  tanks  for  the  reception 
of  foul  water  and  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tank  emptier. 

There  are  water  closets,  and  hot  and  cold  showers.  A daily  collection 
of  refuse  from  covered  metal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp 
field;is  made  during  August  and  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of 
the  season.  No  caravans  are  allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  after 
30th.  September. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  were  accommodated  during  the  season 
700  caravans,  1,000  tents,  1,000  cars,  and  200  motor  cycles.

Slaughterhouse  and  Heat  Inspection.  ' 

The  Skilling  slaughterhouse  has  oontinued  to  be  conducted  in 
a satisfactory  manner,  bearing  in  mind  the  deficiencies  in 
accom nodation  ahd  facilities.  A total  of  53®  cattle,  15  cows, 

48  calves,  2340  sheep  and  111 5 pigs  were  sit  ghtered  and  inspected 
during  the  year. 

At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Bridport  and  District  Master  Butchers’ 
Association  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council,  the 
future  of  the  Skilling  slaughterhouse  was  fully  discussed  in  the 
light  of  the  Council’s  desire  to  continue  with  the  developement  of 
the  Skilling  Housing  Estate.  The  Butchers'  Association  indicated 
that  they  wished  to  remain  at  Skilling  and  had  no  desire  to  seek 
alternative  premises.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there  were  sufficient 
facilities  at  the  Bradpole  slaughterhouse,  which  is  situated  4 mil® 
north  of  Bridport  in  the  Rural  District  of  Bridport,  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  whole  of  West  Dorset.  This  slaughterhouse  is  at  present 
exporting  the  bulk  of  its  kill  to  places  outside  the  area,  and  the 
Bridport  Rural  District  Council  is  in  receipt  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Grant  in  respect  of  meat  inspected  beyond  the  needs  of  the  population 
of  the  district. 

Six  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  issued  during  the  year. 
Cysticercus  Bovis. 

^Twelve  cases  were  found  at  the  Skilling  slaughterhouse  i,e. 

2.23c/o  of  Cattle  (not  Cows)  slaughtered.  Infected  carcases  have  been 
subjected  to  the  deep-freeze  treatment  in  accordance  with  Memo.  3/Meat, 
at  a Deep  Freeze  Plant  at  a grocer’s  premises  in  the  Borough,  where 
carcases  are  detained  for  14  days  at  less  than  14  degrees  F.  Cysts 
have  been  located  in  the  heart  and  in  the  muscle  on  the  inside  as  well 
as  the  outside  of  the  jaw.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  trace  the 
sources  of  infection. 

Condemned  Meat. 

This  is  stained  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse,  and  disposed 
of  to  two  firms.  One  firm  processes  all  it  receives  while  the  other 
utilises  diseased  meat  untreated  as  animal  food,  a method  of  disposal 
which  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  Most  of  the  meat  as  opposed 
to  offal,  goes  to  this  latter  firm.

HOUSING. 

The  detailed  inspection  of  dwellings  in  the  Borough  has  continued, 
some  357  visits  having  being  paid  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
some.  200  visits  ha.ve  been  made  in  connection  with  applications  for 
Council  Houses,  there  being  a waiting  list  of  117  families  at  the 
31st,  December,  1957- 

Inspections  were  concentrated  in  the  North  AHington  and 
Rope  Walks  areas  and  informal  action, to  try  and  achieve  compliance 
with  the  minimum  standard  of  fitness  laid  down  by  Section  4 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  is  in  hand. 

One  Clearance  Area  in  Bolton  Place  has  been  represented,  and 
nine  dwellings  closed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957 

An  Enquiry  into  the  Magdalen  Lane  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
was  held  on  20th,  March,  and  confirmed  without  modification  on  24th. 
June. 

Following  a hearing  of  the  Magdalen  Lane  Clearance  Order  and 
the  Chancery  Lane  Clearance  Order  on  12th.  December,  the  former  was 
subsequently  confirmed  excluding  No.  30  Magdalen  Lane  (to  be  retained 
as  a store)  but  the  latter  was  not  confirmed,  as  an  undertaking  from 
the  owner  was  accepted,  namely,  to  convert  Nos.  1 and. 2 Chancery  Lane 
to  one  dwelling  which  would  comply  with  the  standard  of  fitness,  the 
work  to  be  completed  by  30/6/58. 

The  Bolton  Place  Clearance  Order  comprising  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3 
Bolton  Place  was  confirmed  on  26th,  November,  1957* 
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In  each  of  these  Orders, the  Council  are  unable  to  comply 
with  their  undertaking  to  re-house  within  eighteen  months  of  the 
confirmation  because  of  the  temporary  cessation  of  building  due 
to  the  financial  crisis.

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Apart  from  Whooping  Gough t the  incidence  of  notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases  was  very  low'ihdeed. 

The  notifications  of  Pneumonia  (17)  were  higher  than  for 
many  years  past  and  were  accounted  for  because  of  an  epidemic  of 
Influenza  which  occurred  in  October  and  November.  10  cases 
occurred  in  persons  over  65  years. 

89  cases  of  Whooping  Gough  were  notified,  more  than  half 
being  among  infant  school  children. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Head  Taechers 
and  School  Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases 
in  schools. 

Immunisation. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

When  not  performed  by  the  child's  own  doctor,  immunisation  is 
given  at  the  schools  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  87  children  were 
given  their  primary  and  56  reinforcing  inoculations  against  Diphtheria, 
85  their  primary  and  32  reinforcing  inoculations  against  Whooping 
Cough,  67  their  primary  and  5 reinforcing  vaccinations  against 
Smallpox,  and  44&  given  their  primary  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.
